BERN,  Switzerland  (UPI) — 
The  body  of  missing  Mormon 
missionary  Richard  M.  Dris- 
coll of  ■ Pingree,  Idaho,  has 
been  found  in  the  river  Aare 
on  the  outskirts  of  Bern,  police 
said  here  Wednesday. 

Driscoll,  a missionary  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints,  was  reported 
missing  when  he  left  his  Bern 
hotel  room  on  Jan.  23  and 
failed  to  return.

! would  make  the  ASBYU  consti- 
' tution  the  supreme  law  of  the 
studentbody. 

Stone  said  that  the  low  voting 
turnout  was  not  part  of  the  nor- 
mal pattern  for  BYU  and  he  add- 
, ed,  “I  hope  the  students  will  re- 
jalize  their  responsibility  during 
' spring  quarter  elections  as  they 
select  the  officers  to  represent 
them  for  the  following  year.” 
Remarks  on  Visitors 
Talking  about  the  visit  of  the 
Wyoming  studentbody  officers, 
Stone  said,  “The  Wyoming  stu- 
dents were  very  appreciative  of 
the  hospitality  shown  to  them.” 
The  visitors  were  taken  on 
tours  of  the  Heritage  and  Hela- 
man  Halls  and  classrooms  and 
were  guests  at  a banquet  and  at 
!the  game.  Representatives  from 
! Colorado  State  also  visited  the 
i campus,  Stone  said.

Furthering  Drama,  Church  Abroad.  . . 


BYU  Is  Grateful  For  Dr.  Hansen 


“The  little  theatre  movement  began  in  the 
United  States  with  the  Latter-day  Saints  when 
they  built  a theatre  in  Nauvoo.  It  was  set  up 
by  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  followed  by 
Brigham  Young.” 

So  states  the  noted  historian  Kenneth  Mc- 
Gowan, a non-member  of  the  Mormon  Church. 

Since  the  little  theatre  was  first  set  up  in 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  various  men  have  worked  hard  to  per- 
form missionary  service  and  achieve  spiritual 
ideals  through  the  medium  of  drama. 

CERTAINLY  FEW  MEN  in  recent  times 
have  done  more  to  perpetuate  the  LDS  ideals 
in  drama  "than  Brigham  Young  University’s 
Chairman  of  Speech  and  Dramatic  Arts,  Dr. 
Harold  I.  Hansen — who  will  return  home 
March  10  after  completing  a highly  successful 
tour  of  Europe. 

The  tour  has  done  much  in  our  opinion  to 
promote  Mormon  missionary  efforts  in  Great 
Britain,  as  well  as  to  further  dramatic  achieve- 
ment in  that  country. 

His  tour  is  combining  the  principles  of  Mor- 
mohism  and  drama  much  as  the  Tabernacle 
Choir  combined  the  principles  of  Mormonism 
and  music  during  their  historic  tour  of  Europe. 
ALWAYS  EXPLAINING  GOSPEL 

When  addressing  the  elite  of  London’s  the- 
atrical society  the  latter  part  of  January,  his 
discussion  covered  the  “Mormon  Theatre  on 
the  American  Frontier.”  And  the  interesting 
aspect  of  Dr.  Hansen’s  address  was  that  he 
included  an  explanation  of  the  restoration  of 
the  gospel,  the  Book  of  Mormon,  the  teachings 
of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  and  many  other 
basic  tenents  of  our  religion.  But,  then  he  has 
been  doing  this  on  a large  scale  since  becoming 
the  director  of  the  Palmyra  Pageant  while  an 
Eastern  States  missionary  in  1937. 

He’s  been  the  director  of  this  epic  Book  of 
Mormon  production  for  22  years. 

These  are  the  qualities  that  caused  Charles 
J.  Armstrong,  who  heads  a university  apprais- 


ing committee,  to  term  the  Palmyra  Pageant 
a “technical  masterpiece.” 

HE  ADDS:  “The  organizational  skill,  techni- 
cal knowledge  and  directing  talent  needed  to 
bring  to  such  a highly  successful  culmination 
as  massive  a production  as  the  Palmyra  Pag- 
eant . . . calls  for  someone  whose  abilities  ap- 
proach genius  in  these  areas.” 

And  of  course  the  British  Society  for  Theatre 
Research,  who  invited  Dr.  Hansen  to  Great 
Britain  to  address  their  some  600  members, 
realized  this. 

Possibly  BYU  students  have  not  in  the  past 
fully  realized  this  man’s  energies,  nor  the  fine 
contribution  of  our  Dramatic  Arts  Department 
to  our  personal  cultural  growth, 

DOESN’T  PUBLICIZE  ACHIEVEMENTS 
Dr.  Hansen  has  never  sought  any  personal 
publicity  for  the  work  that  he  is  doing — but 
his  work  is  being  recognized  the  world  over, 
“For,”  said  the  chairman  of  the  British  So- 
ciety for  Theatre  Research  after  hearing  Dr. 
Hansen  speak,  “never  in  my  life  have  I spent 
such  a delightful  hour,  nor  has  time  completely 
lost  itself  as  it  did.” 

After  the  address,  Dr.  Hansen  answered 
such  questions  as,  “Who  wrote  the  Book  of 
Mormon?”  pnd  “What  is  the  Church  doing 
today  to  encourage  theatricals  and  culture?” 
IN  THE  QUESTION  and  answer  period,  ac- 
cording to  T.  Bowring  Woodbury,  president  of 
the  Great  Britain  Mission,  Dr,  Hansen  told 
about  the  significance  of  the  Church  drama 
competitions  and  some  of  his  current  plans, 
such  as  the  forth-coming  production  of  “Sand 
in  Their  Shoes.” 

Dr.  Hansen  will  start  on  the  latter  as  soon 
as  he  returns  from  Europe.  At  the  present  time 
he  is  touring  the  Scandinavian  countries. 

And  of  course  he  will  continue  to  interest 
thousands  in  learning  more  about  drama.  But 
more  especially  and  particularly  to  us,  he  is 
furthering  our  religious  ideals  through  drama. 


Khrushchev  Curbs  U.S.  Optimism 


MOSCOW  — (UPI)  — Soviet 
Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrushchev 
Tuesday  rejected  as  “unbusiness- 
like” the  Western  plan  for  a big 
four  foreign  ministers’  confer- 
ence on  Berlin  in  a biting  speech 


that  chilled  optimism  over  his 
summit  talks  with  Prime  Min- 
ister Harold  MacMillan.

He  warned  again  that  the  Rus- 
sians would  meet  with  force  any 
Allied  attempt  to  force  a pas- 
sage to  Berlin,  and  insisted  that 
the  best  way  to  settle  the  crisis 
would  be  to  hold  a summit  meet- 
ing.

Ranging  over  the  international 
field,  the  premier  also  rejected 
the  Western  proposals  for  control 
of  a nuclear  test  ban.  He  warned 
that  Russia  would  continue  test- 
ing weapons  and  again  turned 
down  the  idea  of  the  Eisenhower 
“open  skies”  disarmament  in- 
spection program. 

His  speech,  delivered  at  a 
Moscow  election  rally  during  a 
one-day  lull  in  the  talks  with 
MacMillan,  blasted  hopes  of  nar- 
rowing East-West  differences,  al- 


U.  S.  Student  Scientists  Should 


Know  Russian,  Says  Rep.  King 


Rep.  David  S.  King  (D-Utah) 
Tuesday  called  upon  American 
universities  and  colleges  to  ser- 
iousy  consider  making  Russian 
one  of  the  basic  language  re- 
quirements for  the  Ph.D.  degree 
in  scientific  fields. 


“The  pitched  contest  in  tech- 
nology demands  that  we  master 
the  Russian  language,  just  as  the 
Russians  are  mastering  English,” 
the  congressman  declared.  “A 
linguistic  advantage  could  be  the 
factor  which  ultimately  tips  the 
balance  of  power  in  this  great 
struggle.” 


Russian  eminence  in  the  sci- 
ences, “which  has  no  global  par- 
allel now  except  in  our  own  sci- 
entific prowess,”  makes  it  impor- 


tant that  our  graduates  in  the 
sciences  know  Russian  above  any 
other  foreign  language,  he  de- 
clared. 

Mr.  King  said  he  was  spurred 
to  make  his  proposal  by  testi- 
mony before  the  House  Science 
and  Astronautics  Committee 
which  “has  clearly  shown  that 
the  Russians,  because  of  superior 
language  skills,  are  doing  a vast- 
ly superior  job  of  translating  and 
communicating  scientific  infor- 
mation.” 

Mr.  King  is  a member  of  the 
Science  and  Astronautics  Com- 
mittee, which  has  heard  some  60 
hours  of  tesffmony  from  key  sci- 
entists and  administrators  in  the 
nation’s  defense  establishment  in. 
the  past  three  weeks. 


though  Khrushchev  spoke  in 
friendly  terms  of  Britain  and  sug- 
gested a 20  to  50-year  Anglo- 
Soviet  non-aggression  pact. 

MacMillan  was  off  visiting  the 
Dubna  nuclear  power  plant  while 
Khrushchev  spoke  at  the  televis- 
ed rally  in  his  capacity  as  a can- 
didate for  a seat  on  the  Moscow 
City  Soviet  (Council). 

His  rejection  of  a Foreign  Min- 
isters’ Conference  on  Berlin  left 
the  issue  back  where  it  started 
last  Nov.  27  when  Russia  gave 
the  Western  Allies  exactly  six 
months  to  clear  out  of  West  Ber- 
lin and  allow  it  to  be  turned  into 
a “free  city.” 

He  objected  to  the  fact  that 
the  West  did  not  include  Poland 
and  Czechoslovakia,  “the  first 
victims”  of  the  German  invasion, 
in  the  proposed  talks  on  Berlin. 

“This  is  an  unbusinesslike  ap- 
proach and  unacceptable,’^  he 
said.  “Moreover,  the  West  wants 
entanglement  in  a network  of 
diplomatic  talks  from  - which 
there  is  no  escape.” 

He  derided  the  United  States 
and  contrasted  the  friendly  wel- 
come given  to  MacMillan  in  Rus- 
sia with  the  incidents  that  greet- 
ed Soviet  Deputy  Premier  Anas- 
tas Mikoyan  on  his  recent  Amer- 
ican tour.
